Mrs.  Holker  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1939,  which  is  framed  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1961 
dated  16th  February,  1940. 

Owing  to  the  event  of  War  this  Report  is  somewhat  shortened. 

The  year  ending  31st  December,  1939,  must  be  considered 
an  abnormal  year  from  the  public  health  point  of  view.  Four 
months  of  this  year  were  under  war  conditions  and  several  housing 
and  other  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  local  conditions  have 
had  to  lapse  until  better  times. 

The  Urban  District  was  called  upon  to  give  accommodation 
for  650  people  undei-  the  London  Evacuation  Scheme.  With  these 
people  came  some  infectious  diseases,  mostly  skin  infections  in  the 
form  of  Impetigo  and  infestation,  the  latter  fortunately  in  small 
numbers.  These  were  dealt  with.  Fortunately  the  influx  of 
Evacuees  had  no  effect  on  the  incidence  of  serious  Infectious 
Diseases. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  taking  into  consideration  the  accom- 
modation available  and  the  number  of  evacuees  received,  the  low 
incidence  of  serious  infectious  diseases  is  a matter  for  congratula- 
tion. 

Owing  to  the  distance  from  the  Norfolk  County  Council 
Isolation  Hospital  there  is  some  difficulty  in  persuading  patients 
to  go  into  Hospital,  but  on  occasions  its  services  have  been  utilised. 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
and  prompt  notification  of  cases  by  the  practitioners  in  the  area. 

A very  great  strain  has  been  thrown  on  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
by  war  conditions.  Evacuees  and  Meat  Inspection,  but  I can 
assure  the  Council  that  no  essential  Sanitary  Service  has  been 
neglected. 
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In  spite  of  adverse  conditions  I can  congratulate  the  Council 
on  a successful  year. 

One  of  the  largest  Housing  Schemes  so  far  undertaken  was 
carried  to  a successful  completion,  whereby  many  families  were 
housed  under  much  improved  conditions.

The  parts  of  the  District  excluded  are  those  of  a rural 
character,  the  distance  to  be  covered  making  this  prohibitive  and 
the  cost  excessive,  there  being  only  isolated  farm-houses  and 
cottages. 
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Scavenging. 

The  Scavenging  of  the  district  is  done  by  Contract  and  pro- 
vides for  the  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of  the  contents  of 
Privy  Pails  and  Sanitary  Dustbins  ; the  emptying  of  Privy-Vault 
Closets  and  Dustbins  (fixed  receptacles)  as  and  when  required. 

The  Contract  does  not  provide  for  the  removal  of  trade 
refuse.  This  is  for  the  persons  concerned  to  make  their  own 
arrangements. 

The  Contract  is  for  a term  of  three  years  from  1st  October, 
1937,  and  expires  on  the  30tli  September,  1940. 

The  Council  provides  the  whole  of  the  equipment  and  the 
necessary  carts  for  the  work. 

During  the  year  the  necessary  maintenance  work  and  repairs 
to  carts  have  been  carried  out,  and  another  cart  for  the  purpose 
of  refuse  collection  has  been  provided.

Section  F. 

Prevalence  of.  and  Control  over 
Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 

There  was  a fairly  extensive  epidemic  of  Whooping  Cough 
though  rarely  serious  complications  followed.  Rubella  was  also 
very  prevalent,  nearly  all  of  a mild  form.  Impetigo  was  also  very 
prevalent.  Of  these  diseases  only  Impetigo  can  be  attributed 
directly  to  the  influx  of  Evacuees  to  whom  it  was  mostly  confined. 
On  the  other  hand  the  abnormally  large  number  of  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  and  Rubella  could  be  attributed  to  the  temporary 
increase  in  the  normal  population. 

A scheme  of  artificial  immunization  against  diphtheria  has 
been  sanctioned,  but  so  far  few  have  availed  themselves  of  this 
scheme,  and  it  should  receive  more  publicity.
